THE CONFERENCE COMMITTEE'S LAST REPORT. 

Wasuineton, D. C., June 18.—The report of 
the Conference Committee on the Currency bill 
is, on the whole, fa-orably received, and the 
chances are that it will be adopted and receive 
the approval of the President. The East will 
oppose the redistribution, it is thought, but will 
thereby only add to the strength of the measure.

| Wasurxoton, June 18.—The Committee of 
Conference on the Finance bill came to an 
agreement this afternoon, making the report of 
the former Committee the basis of their action. 
They struck out Secs. 3. 7, 8, and 9 of 
that report, which proposed to repeal 
so much of the National Bank act as 
restricted the amount of circulating note 
and provided for retiring and reducing Unit 
States notes until the maximum should be $300,- 
000,000, and for exchanging such notes for 
ds, te., 8e sections with ro- 
gard to a redistribution of the banking currency, 
as heretofore ed substantially by 
Comptroller Knox. 


The bill provides that the amount of United 
States notes outstanding, shall not exceed $382,- 
000,000; $55,000,000 National Bank notes are 
to be withdrawn from States having an 
excess, such notes as application is made 
therefor from other States, and awarded 
to the latter, provided not over $30,000,000 
be withdrawn during the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1875. The title of the bill is amended to

THE PENSION LAWS.

WORK PEBFORMED BY THE HOUSE COMMITTEE ON 


PENSIONS, 


Wasurxaton, D. C., June 18.—The following 


is a brief summary of the work performed this 
session by the House Committee on Invalid Pen- 
sions, of which Gen. J, M. Rusk, of Wisconsin, 
is Chairman: Total number of cases on the 
calendar, 1,160; disposed of by the Committee, 
662 ; reported favorably and passed the House, 


| 202: reported adversely, 200; canceled by gen- 


eral bills reported, 260 ; leaving for next session 
abo 


ut 500. 

General bills have both Houses provid- 
ing as follows: For increasing the total 
of first grade pensions fiom $31.25 
to $50 per month; for rating amputation of the 
arm above the elbow and a leg above the knee 
equal to $24 a month; for equalizing special act 
pensions with the general law raung, in cases 
where their pensiens were less. 

The House has passed, and there are 

NOW PENDING IN THE SENATE, 

the following bilis: A bill giving $30 a month 
for an artificial eye; a bill extending the 
provisions of the general law to de- 
pendent mothers, fathers, or other rela- 
tives, after the widow's death or remarriage ; 
a bill increasing pensions from the date of 
the surgeon's certificate that first shows the in- 
creased disability; a bill increasing the pension 
of those who lost an arm and leg or hand and 
foot to the sum of the pensions ior each disabil- 
Ihe Committee has also reported a bill to 
extend the time for filing applications to Jan. 1, 
1875, and it is now pending in the House, on thé 
calendar; but, as ite passage will increase the 
appropriation nearly €5,000,000, the Committee 
do not think it will be acted upon this session. 
No recommendation of the Committee, however, 
has yet been rejected by the House. 

In the Senate to-day Seustor Fenton offered 
what is termed a cessation of the 

GREAT AND CRUEL INJUSTICE TO PENSIONERS, 
to restore the benefits of the people's law re- 
cently abrogated by department legisiation. The 
appeal is taken against the acts of Commussion- 
er Baker, and leads off with the following inwo- 
ductory sentence : 

By the indefiniteness of a sentence in the 
last proviso of Section 4 of the pension laws, 
approved March 3, 1873, a misconstruction of 
the law was coofirmed, or rather thereon 
was based an excuse for a construction 
against the pensioner, which has resulted 
in great hardship and injustice to a large and 
deserving class of these survivors recently. 
Since the passage of that act there has been in- 
terpolated, at the suggestion of the Pension 
Office, into the United States revised laws, a 
new clause, which adds to this indefiniteness a 
positive contradiction or annulment of preced- 
ing and definite provisions in the body of the 
same Pension act. This interpolation, if allowed 
to remain in the law, will continue to cause even 
greater hardship than resuited from the con- 
struction placed upon the comparatively inno- 
cent, though still very barmful, ‘indefiniteress 
of the proviso referred to prior to this additional. 

MUTILATION OF THE LAW

should have been to protect the invalid soldier, 
especially against misconstruction and hardship 
and inasmuch as this proviso has not only faile

THE MOIETY BILL. 

Mr. SCOTT called up the report of the Confer- 
ence Committee on the Moiety bill. 

Debate ensued relative to fixing the salaries of 
the Collectors at New York, Boston, Philadelphia, 
San Francisco, and New Orleans. : 

Pending discussion, the morning hour expired, 
and the Chair called up anfinished business, 
being the bill to provide for the payment of 
awards made by the Southern Claims Commis- 
sion. 

Mr. SHERMAN moved that the bill be laid 
aside informally aud the Moiety report con- 
sidered. * to. 

Mr. HO spoke against the abolition of the 
moiety system, and said this bill made the rev- 
enue laws less eflicacious than ever. The fea- 
ture in the bill which he complained of was that 
the penalties would never be enforced, for two 
reasons.

Mr. CONKLING said one reason why salary 
of the Collector of New York bad been fixed at 
the sum was he had am enormous 

uniary responsi „and gave very heavy 
onds. Half a million dollars a day was but an 
ordinary sum to pass through his hands. He 
was responsible not only for himself, but also 
for his subordinates. There was not an insur- 
ance compauy in the land that would insure the 


sum for which that officer is liable for the amount- 


paid to him aunually. 

Mr. HOWE said the Treasurer of the United 
States and Assistant Treasurer at New York had 
pecuniary liability equal to that of the Collector, 
yet they did not get so much salary. 

Mr. CARPENTER eaid this biil, from begin- 
ning to end, was to favor smugglers. it was 
the tenderest drawa bill to punish smuggling he 
ever met with. :

Mr. FRELINGHUYSEN objected, and said he 

had given notice that he would call up the bill 
to enforce the laws of the United States in the 
Territory of Utah.

Mr. ALLISON said the bill had been agreed to 
by the House almost unanimously. Senators 
were perfectly familiar with its provisions, and 
be did not propose to debate it. It was the 
result of the careful deliberations of the Joint 
Committee, and they had no amendments to 


offer. 

Mr. SARGENT moved to amend the second 
section of the bil) so as to provide that one of 
the three Commissioners to be appointed by the 
President should be designated as the presiding 
oflicer or Governor thereof. 

Mr. THURMAN said there was one county 
in Ohio, having three times the area of the 
District of Columbia, and it was governed 
by a Commission of three honest men. There 
was no necessity for such a title as Gov- 
ernor here. Unless there was some great, 
overwhelming necessity for amending the bill, 
he hoped it would pass the Senate as it came 
from the House. The Select Committee had 
labored faithfully to make this bill acceptable, 
and it had passed the House with but very few 
dissenti votes. What was wanted was an 
honest 1 3 of the affairs for the peo- 
ple and some provision to have the accounts of 
the District audited, as they had not seen the 
face of an Auditor, and the books of no 
two officers agreed. He had no doubt 
the permanent form of government to be finally 
provided under the bill would bea blessing to 
the people here, and a benefit to the people of 
the whole Union. The idea of this bill was that 
something mast be done to lift this bankrupt 
District out of ita distress. It was to arrive at 
the true government that this temporary gov- 
ernment was authorized. 

The Committees of Congress could safely be 
trusted to frame a bili during the recess which 
would give simple, honest, economical govern- 
ment to the people of the District without any 
dignities or titles. 

Mr. HAMLIN favored the amendment of Mr.

THE CORONER’S INQUEST. 

The Coroner's investigation in the Rosetta 
Jackson abortion case was continued at the 
Union Street Police Station yesterday. The ad- 
ditional testimony seriously implicates the noto- 
rious Dr. Earll and William Flagg in the terrible 
crime, and depicts with a vividness that will 
startle the moralist the sad condition in which 
at least one family has existed for more than a 
year. If it should be proved beyond a reason- 
able doubt that the men named are really the 
culprite, there is no danger of their escaping 
merited punishment, as they are now in the cus- 
tody of the Coroner, together with some of the 
more important witnesses, 

The following testimony was elicited yester- 
day: 

NELLIE SINCLAIR. 

The first witness sworn was Nellie Sinclair. 
She testified to living at No. 100 East Randolph 
street. She had not been acquainted with de- 
ceased, but had seen Mrs. Flagg once or twice. 
She bad known Mr. Flagg for over a year. 
About three months ago she had a conversation 
with him about a young lady friend of his whom 
he said came from Wisconsin, and with whom he 
claimed to have been too intimate. He repre- 
sented that she waa pregnant, and witness ad- 
vised him to let ber alone. That was all the 
conversation she had with him on the subject, 
and she had not spoken to him since. The con- 


versation was had ina restaurant near Flagg’s | 


place. No name was mentioned at the time, and 
Flagg did not say that the girl was in his fam- 
ily. All witness had said when she read 
Wednesday’s papers was that if Plage had 
taken her adyice he would not have 
got into the scrape. She said this 
o aman who is in Dean & Neyans’ band. She 
had seen Flagg since the conversation in the res- 
taurant, but said nothing to him about the girl. 
She first became acquainted with Fiagg on Lake 
street, but was never any confidant of his. She 
did not know Dr. Earll. Flagg said the girl was 
a member of the Methodist Church. itness 
advised him to give the girl some tansy tea, as it 
would not burt anybody. She might as well have 
told him to skip a rope. ._ Flagg never called on 
witfhess at Room 18, No. 100 Randolph street. 
Witness knew C. W. Young, a jeweler. He kept 
a store at Flagg's old stand, corver of * 
street and Western avenue. Flagg told witness 
his wife’s sister was living at his house, and 
Young said Wednesday evening that Flagg had 
lor bade him going with his sister. 
FRANCELIA BULLARD 

was next sworn. She testified that she lived at 
the rear of No. 186 South Jefferson street, and 
was the daughter of Mrs. J. A. Heiland. She 
was not acquainted with the deceased until 
she went to live with her mother, 
which was between two and three 
weeks ago. Her mother said 
seen her somewhere else, and told witness she 
wae coming to board awhile, and wag going to 
sew. Deceased was pot well while in the house. 
Witness had @ conversation with her, but never 
inquired what was the matter with her, and 
never knew until her mother told her the day 
the child was born. Witness was not there at 
the time, and did not see the child. She had no 
conversation with deceased with reference to her 
condition, either before or after the child was 
born. Witness’ mother and Dr. Earll, of Hal- 
sted street, attended deceased. Witness kuew 
the man was Dr. Earll, because she went after 
him twice—once to have him send for deceased's 
brother-in-law, and again to have him call at her 
mother’s house and see deceased. The first 
time she went to Earll’s office she was sent by 
her mother, because deceased was worse, and 
the second time her mother sent her because the 
girl was dying. Dr. Earll said he was surprised; 
hat it couldn’t be possible. Witness tol 

was possible, and he started off to see her. The 
last medicine witness got for deceased 
were 8 but she never took th as she 
died fore they w woke to her. itness’ 
mother told her dece had been confined, and 
had used means to produce the birth,—had taken 
everything but 8 Deceased went by 
the name of Mrs. Alice Hayes, and represented 
herself as a married woman. Witness did not 
understand that deceased came to the house to 
be her companion, nor did her mother say any- 
thing about it to her. D was sick for two 
or three days before being confined to bed, and 
her brother-in-law, Mr. Flagg, called on her twice 
before she was obliged to remain in her room. 
She was out the night before confinement, and 
died nine — thereafter. Dr. Earll attended 
her after confinement, and saw her every day but 
one it age yg thereto. Deceased paid her own 
poerd ali but $5, and on one occasion wines 
ave witness’ mother 2 and deceased $3. The 
atter subsequently gave the money to wit- 
ness’ mother. Witness was nt, with others, 
when deceased died, and Dr. Earl] said that her 
death was the result of a rela into typhoid 
fever. Witness did not hear him say anything 
about purerperal fever. Deceased once said to 
witness’ mother that Flagg was not the father 
of the child. 

MRS. KATE A, HEILAND 

was recalled and sworn. A small bottle was 
produced, and she identified it as being one 
which she took from deceased, who had taken 
about a teaspoonful out of it. Witness gsked 
her why she used such medicine, and she said it 
was none of her business. There was no label 
on the bottle, and no indications that there ever 
had been. Witness never had any medicine of 
the kind in her house, and deceased must have 
brought it there with her. Dr, Marll’s name 
was mentioned the day before deceased's oon- 
finement. She said if witness called anybody, 
to eall Dr. Earil. Witnees asked her why she 
wanted Dr. Earll, and she said it was none 
of her business. Deceased said she 
had geen Dr. Earl but 
once, did not state when 
or where that was. Witness was very anx- 
ious to learn the girl’s standing, but she was 
very close, and never divulged any secrets, De- 
3 was very fond of reading her Bible. One 
of Harll’s powders (not any of those shown at 
the inques , was given to deceased the morning 
before her death, Dr. Earil saw deceased about 
two hours before she died, and said she was not 
in a dangerous condition. Mr. was pres- 
ent when deceased was coffined. witness 
first told him that fhe girl

He had been 
acquaipted with deceased since July, but was not 
at ali intimate with ber. He had not spoken to 
her since September but once, and never had 
ang trouble ith Mr. Flagg about his intimacy 
with her. gE ® be 40 Dim in daly or August 
in a casual way, and asked him to tell the deceased 
that he (Young) was vot disposed to marry. But 
be never saw the girl afterward. Flagg made no 
allusion at any time to the witness being alone 
with deceased in a dark room, and witness never 
wept to an unoccupied house with her, mor was 
he ever with her in an unlighted room. Flagg 
and the deceased appeared to be very intimate. 
He took her to several picnics during the sum- 
mer, aud went to chu with her while his wife 
remained at home. Their intimacy was the sub- 
ject of neighborb gossip and scandal. Mit- 
ness was acquain with a girl named Nellie 
Aindlair. He had seen her at Flagge Wednesday 
evening. Sie was in witness’ place, and remarked 
to him that she knew all along that Flagg and 
deceased were pretty thick, and that she was not 
at all suprised at the result. Sinclair also told 
Witness that gg had info her that 
dec was ina state of pregnaucy through 
him, and that he did not know what to do about 
it. Sinclair said she advised him to 
let nature take its course, or he would 
be likely to cause the girl's deat and 
get himself into trouble. Flagg then said that 
deceased was a member of the church, and he 
would be obliged to do it, as she would be irre- 
trievably ruined by exposure. Sbe also said to 
witness that she was very ecrry for Flagg, but 
in her opinion he ought to have known better 
than to get into any such trouble so close to his 
own home. This information, Sinclair said, was 
given her by Flagg some three months ago. Wit- 
ness had never seen deceased in company with 
any man but Flagg, and always regarded her as 
a strictly virtuous and hard-working girl. Just 
before deceased left Flags's house she told Mrs. 
F. 8. Young, residing on Park avenue near West- 
ern avenue, and ocbers that her sister, Mrs, 
Flagg, would never pore another girl in her 
house that her husband could treat so familiarly 
as he had ber. The parties who were told this 
by deceased told witness. Witness did not know 
that deceased had left Flagg's house until about 
a week ago, and had heard then that the reason 
was that the work was too heavy for her.

o deceased.

was sworn. He testified that he lived at No. 949 


West Lake street. He had known the deceased 
for about a year. When he first knew her, Mrs. 
Flagg went to Wisconsin, and left her sister 
alone with ber husband. Witness noticed that 
Flagg, as soon as his wife left, took her sister to 
a restaurant—something he had never done be- 
fore. They were gone about twenty minutes, and 
on their return witness observed that Fiagg 
closed his shop earlier than usual. These facts 
and the further fact that Flagg and the deceased 
always went out together, and that Mrs. Flagg 
had spoken to witness’ wife about the intimacy 
between her husband and sister, had led him to 
believe that all was not right between them. 


There was considerable scandal iu the neighbor- | 


hood about the cause which induced deceased to 
leave Flagg's house. 

The investigation here rested temporarily, and 
the jury adjourned until this morning.

Quite unexpectedly, the Conference Committee 
on the Currency bill has arrived at a conclusion, 
and reported it to Congress. The new bill pro- 
vides for the redistribution of $55,000,000 in 
National Bank currency, and fixes the limit of 


(legal-tender circulation at $382,000,000, which is 


the amount now outstanding. This bill, 
if passed, will leave the currency about 
as it was when Congress first asssembled. 
That part of the $44,000,000 reserve which 
is already out will be legalized, and the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury will pe forbidden to issue 
the remainder, however pressing may be the 
exigencies of the season and the crops.”

It 
is rather remarkable that none of the other 
Kansas members have thought to immortalize 
themselves in this cheap and easy manner, 


French affairs are all at sea again. The Elec- 
toral law being happily got rid of for a time, 
the Assembly yesterday took up the Mu- 
icipal-Organization bill. An amendment 
giving heavy tax-payers the right of 
membership in municipal counciJs—a provision, 
by the way, which might work well in certain 
American cities—was rejected by a majority of 
48, all the parties but the Monarchist voting 
in the negative. The rejection of this 
amendment endangers the bill. Further 
attempts to form a working majority out of the 
two centres have proved fatile, and the 
look ahead cannot be extended beyond a few 
days. It is an assertion strictly within the 
bounds of probability that no man in either 
Continent can give the rationale of recent politi- 
cal movements in France to tho satisfaction of 
any considerable number of persons who have 
looked into matters for themselves. 


The United States Circuit Court sitting at 
Springfield reached a decision yesterday on the 
motion to quash the writ of certiorari sued out 
in the Alton Railroad case. The motion was sus- 
tained. Judge Drummond delivered the opin- 
ion, which was concurred in by Judges Davis and 
Treat. After reciting the circumstances under 
which the writ was issued, the Court puts aside 
entirely the question whether corporations are 
persons in the sense of the act of Congress, and 
considers whether—the assumptions of the pe- 
titioners being allowed—the cause may be re- 
moved from the State to the United States 
Court. The conclusion is that it may not be so 
removed. If the questions presented are to be 
considered at all, they must come before a 
United States Court of original jurisdiction. 
Failure in this case does not exhaust the 
resources of tbe ‘Railroad Company. An issue 
may be made up which will bring the questions 
involved before a United States Court. If this 
is done, we shall probably learn, as a result of 
all the litigation, that corporations are persons, 
and that the Fourteenth Amendment to the Con- 
stitution cannot be construed to confer upon 
white men and women any rights beyond those 
which they possessed at the time of its adoption. 
In the meantime, persons interested in the prose- 
cution of suits under the Railroad law will be in- 
terested to hear that the supersedeas recently 
granted by the Supreme Court in the Alton case 
will not come up for a hearing until the January 
term.*Is there, then, no remedy against the inso- 
lence of railway companies and the law's delay ? 
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A characteristic feature of the Springfield Con- 
vention was the discourteousness with which it 
treated the ladies.

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As SPEECH AT SPRINGFIELD. 

Senator Logan's speech at Springfield is a po- 
litical, literary, and logical curiosity. No man 
in the wide world but Logan could have made 
that speech. No other man could have begun as 
Logan did, by assuring his audience that he had 
not come to Springfiela to have anything to do 
with the deliberations of the Convention, or to 
give advice one way or another; that he came 
only to have the delightful sensations which the 
act of mingling with his constituents always pro- 
duced in hie Senatorial bosom, He came all the 
way from Washington to be made happy by look- 
ing at the Convention, and to inspire its action, 
not by words, not by reason, not by prom- 
ises, but by the silence of his presence! 
Successful, indeed, was his reticence, 
for everything almost that the Con- 
vention did was, judging from his speech, as ac- 
ceptable to him as if Mr. Logan had had a great 
deal to do with its deliberations, and had gi ven 
it any amount of advice. He approved, he said, 
of the first resolution. He approved of the 
resolution on greenbacks,—approved of it quite 
as much asif he had advised it himself, and as 
if he had influenced the deliberations of those 
who originated it. Iudeed, he approved of ev- 
erything the Convention did. 

Mr. Logan seems to have labored under the 
illusion that some people in the country want to 
abolish all currency—to cancel the greenbacks 
and give nothing in their stead. What else can 
he mean when he says: “The cancelation of 
greenbacks meant wiping out the only currency 
with which debts might be paid, and the busi- 
ness of the country carried on”? And, as if 
any one ever pretended that it were possible to 
do away with our present currency before we 
were ready with something better to take its 
place, he adds: Until the country is able to 
discharge its obligations in hard money, it would 
be wrong to deprive the people of the only medium 
of exchange they possess.” It is evident from 
this that Cimmerian night reigns in the mind of 
the learned Senator on the currency question. 
He don't give up the greenback currency, i be- 
cause then we would have no money at all! And 
what a crushing argument against the resump- 
tion of specie payments is this:. “ There is not 
gold and silver enough in the pockets of the 
whole Convention to pay one man’s taxes.” 

There is abundant evidence throughout the 


| speech of the Senator’s dread of being consid- 


ered arepudiator. He would notrepeal the Legal- 
Tender act, because that would be repudiation of 
the contract between the bill-hoider and the Gov- 
ernment! In other words, when the Government 
says it will enable it to pay B in depreciated 
paper, Mr. Logan insists it shal! continue to do 
so, for not to do it would be to repudiate its 
contract with A; all of which speaks volumes 
for the tenderness of the Senator’s conscience. 
Mr. Logan insisted he was not an inflationist ; 
yet he would give the country about $250,000,000 
more currency in order that it might have a 
quantity of currency proportionate to its magni- 
tade, for he says that the United States has not 
two-thirds the amount of currency in proportion 
to its wealth and magnitude of any other civilized 
country. Immediately after this, with most 
remarkable logic, he adds that he does not know 
that there is not money enough in the country; 
that whether there is or not must be determined 
-by business! Pity he did not act on this principle 
all through the winter, when, instead of allowing 
business to determine the quantity of currency 
the country needed, he was endeavoring to de- 
termine it himself. And asif thie were not con- 
tradiction enough, after promising that he would 
not say there was not money enough, he violates 
his promise and quotes from the President to 
show the country had not money enough. The 
paralysis of industry demonstrated there was not 
sufficient money in the country! 

As he could say that there was, and was not, 
money enough in the country, and that the 
demands of business should, and should not, 
regulate the volume, so Mr. Logan both op- 
posed and favored specie payments in one and 
the same breath. “He was nat opposed to 
specie payments”; still he believed in green 
back circulation to carry on the business of the 
country.” He agreed that when the Govern- 
ment had the ability to resume it should re- 
sume”; but assured the Convention that when 
the time would come no one knew or would 
know, for neither he nor any one else could 
say when they could resume and keep paying in 
specie.” Thus it seems that Mr. Logan is not 
opposed to specie resumption and that he is op- 
posed to it; that he likes the greenbacks and 
does not like them; that he does not know 
whether the country bas money enough or not, 
and at the same time is sure that it wants more; 
and that there is a stagnation of industry 
because there is not money enough in the 
land; and that we ought to have one-third 
more currency than we have, that is $250,000,- 
000 more or thereabouts ;. that business itself, 
and not Congress, should regulate the volume of 
the circulating medium, and also that Congress, 
and not business, should do the same; that, he is 
not an inflationist, but wants more currency; 
that the Government must resume specie pay- 
mente when able to do so, but that no one can 
tell when that time will come; that the time 
will not come till we commence selling more 
than we buy, and nobody knows when that will 
be,—to believe all of which requires a mental 
constitution so unlike that of a sane or sober 
man that we are in doubt what category to place 
our John in while he was propounding this 
string of paradoxes.

The retrogressive Chair- 
man of the Convention, the Hon, Shelby M. Cul- 
lom, has evidently been sleeping like Rip Van 
Winkle for some years past, and, having been sud- 
denly waked up to preside over this Convention, 
conceives the party to be whatit was when he 
went to sleep, and at once informs the Convention 
that the Republican party is the greatest and 
grandest party that hasever existed upon earth.” 
The astonished delegates once more listen to 
the old, old story that it has set 4,000,000 of 


| slaves free; and that it has given civil rights to 


men of all colors, Once more the battles of 
the War are fought and the Rebel guns are heard 
booming. Once more the tide of battle surges 
about Fort Sumter, and the clash of arms re- 
sounds in the clouds on Lookout Mountain, and, 
warming with his theme, Mr. Cullom reach. 
es bis finest period in the declaration 
that the party is still young and vigorous be- 
cause itis the party of progress.” During his 
long sleep he has not heard of the corruptions 
which have piled up so fast that Congress can- 
not find time to investigate them in its regular 
sessions.

The reform, political and social, now in prog- 
ress in Japan, has been compared, so radical is 
it in every respect, to that effected in Europe by 
the French Revolution, with only this difference, 
that the revolution in Japan is a peaceable one, 
attended by no commotion, convulsion, or up- 
heaving of any kind. The leader of this remark- 
able reform is a noble Japanese attached to the 
Court of the Mikado. His name is Iwakura 
Tomoni, and is assisted by one Sanjo, like him- 
self a noble, and by four Princes. Formerly, . 
Japan was divided into districts and provinces. 
The districts were ruled from the Central Gov- 
ernment, and the provinces by feudal 
Princes. The division into provinces has been 
done away with, or rather the provinces have 
been changed into districts, and are now gov- 
erued by officers chosen from among the people, 
no matter what the class, but appointed by the 
Court of Jeddo. The former rulers of the prov- 
inces have been all called to Jeddo, where they 
are compelled to stay in their palaces. 

Iwakura has prevailed on the nobles to relin- 
quish all their old privileges and rights, which 
have been transferred to the central power. The 
military forces of the four “conquering” 
Princes have been united so as to constitute 
but one army, governed by the Mikado through 
his Ministers. There is now but one army in 
all of Japan where formerly there was 
one for each province. The pensions of 
the “gentlemen of the sword” have 
been stopped, and they have been ordered 
to put away their arms. They are allowed now 
to practice a profession or to engage in trade; 
and the right which they formerly possessed to 
strike persons of inferior rank with their swords 
has been taken from them. Nobles, gentry, and 
the people are permitted to intermarry, and the 
workers in leather have been relieved of. the op- 
probrium that rested on them and their trade. 

The monastic institutions of Japanese priests 
have been suppressed, the buildings taken for 
public use, and their resources confiscated to 
the State. The bonzes have been authorized 
to marry and to use flesh meat, spite of 
their religious promises to abstain from 
both. The edict against the Christian 
religion was repealed last year, and 
at present the Japanese may embrace it un- 
molested. Schools in large numbers have been 
established over the Empire. A small number 
only of males and a still smaller one of females 
in the past learned to read and write. This was 
owing very largely to the fact that to learn the 
Chinese characters required a very long time, 
and because a great many were deficient in 
memory to retain an endless alphabet. It was 


| gra decided to apply the Roman letters to 


the Japanese language; and children are now 
taught to read and write it in those characters. 
English is becoming to Japan what Latin was in 
Europe in the middle ages,—the language of the 
educated, as well as the language of diplomacy, 
and it is taught in all the higher schools. French 
lawyers have been engaged to modify 
the Code Napoleon so as to make it 
applice ble to Japanese circumstances. The 
interior of the country is not yet open 
to foreign travelers, but it is expected 
that it will be before long, and the Government 
bas now a law to that effect under advisement. 
The American or decimal system of money has 
been adopted, and all the gold and silver of the 
country recoined in accordance, with it. Two 
telegraphic lines have been built, one connecting 
with the Anglo-Indian cable and the other with 
the Siberian line. The first railroad was inaug- 
urated on June 12, 1872, and on Nov. 18 follow- 
ing a line was completed between Jeddo and 
Yokohama. Four other lines are already pro- 
jected. In 1870, the foreign commerce of Japan 
was valued at $46,263,000. 

It will not be many centuries before European 
civilization will have fully invaded and conquered 
the Mongolian. 


We print this morning a communication re- 
monstrating against any repeal of the tax on 
land, and maintaming that of all objects of 
taxation the land is the most advisable. Our 
readers will find the argument interesting, if not 
convincing. The condition of things in this 
State is somewhat peculiar. The Constitution 
authorizes two modes of taxation: 1. By a tax 
upon the assessed value of all real and personal 
property; 2. By a tax on certain occupations, and 
by taxes on flanchises and special privileges. 
The State of Illinois is practically out of debt, 
and there is no probability that it will incur a 
debt again. It is in the receipt of about $500,- 
000 a year from the Illinois Central Railroad and 
from miscellaneous sources. The revenue needed 
in addition to this for the year 1874 is $2,500,000, 
$1,000,000 of which is for schools. The revenue 
derived from the Illinois Central Railroad is 
paid directly into the State Treasury, costing 


nothing for collection, The revenue to bo col- 


lected by direct taxation costs so much in the 
way of commissions, arrearages, abatements, 
Std., that it is found necessary to fix a rate 
that will produce 20 per cent in addition to the 
amount authorized to be collected, In other 
words, it costs 20 per cent to collect the ordinary 
taxes. 

The revenue law provides a complex system of 
machinery. There are in this State 102 counties, 
avéraging ten townships each. Each township 
has an Assessor and a Collector of Taxes. Each 
county has a Treasurer who.receives these taxes. 
When taxes are not paid, the delinquent list is 
published, and, still later, all lands and lots on 
which the tax is not paid are sold. The law, in 
addition to the employment of several thousand 
men to assess and collect the tax, and to hold 
tho money, prosecute the tax sales, etc., provides 
a thrilling array of inquisitorial oaths and decla- 
rations, with a code of fines, penalties, and for- 
feitures. The law undertakes to enforce a sys- 
tem, and, as the system is defective and incapable 
of execution, the law is enforced in spots, and 
upon particular classes only. The State of Dli- 
nois has taxable property worth about twenty- 
six hundred millions of dollars. The As- 


hundred millions of dollars, of which over 
80 per cent is the farming lands, with their 
live stock, implements, etc., and town lots and 
their improvements. All the rest of the prop- 
erty in the State escapes taxation, and, of the 
less than 20 per cent of property returned by the 
Assessors, one-half escapes taxation by the fail- 
are to collect. , 

Our tax system, therefore, is defective in sev- 
ral particulars: 1. It does not reach more than 
half the property in the State; 2. Of the half

The failure of this revenue system to secure 
just and equitable taxation, and the impossibili- 
ty, as shown by all human experience, to reform 
that system or reduce it to an equitable scheme, 
naturally indicates that the State should resort 
to the other plan provided for by the Constitu- 


| tion. Under this system there can be collected, 


in lieu of ali tax on real and personal property, 
a license fee regulated according to the character 
of the trade, and founded upon the extent of 
business done. Under this same system there 
can be collected from manufacturers and 
producers a tax on sales; from tele- 
graph, gas, insurance, and  horse-railway 
companies, as well as from railway and other 
transportation companies a tax on gross re- 
ceipts. Taxes on banks, adapted to their pecu- 
liar character, can also be raised. All these 
taxes would in the aggregate, at the minimum 
rate, produce more revenue than the State would 
need. Like the revenue received from the IIli- 
nois Central. Railroad Company, it would be paid 
into the State Treasury without the intervention 
of tax officers. It could be all collected at a cost 
of less than 1 per cent. The tax would be so 
minute in itself, and so generally distributed, 
that it would be paid promptly. It would enable 
the State to dispense with the whole army of 
tax officers who now, in one form or another, 
consume 20 per cent of the tax, and the land of 
Illinois would be free from taxation. | 

The fact is well ascertained and established by 
the experience of every State in the country 
where taxes are collected from property according 
to valuation, that not over 10 or 15 percent of 
the personal property disconnected with the 
land is ever taxed at all, and little or no revenue 
is collected .even from what is taxed. Now let 
us see how the other system works. In Penn- 
sylvania the land is never taxed for State pur- 
poses. The taxation in that State is precisely 
the same (perhaps not so comprehensive) as that 


authorised by the Constitution of this State. 


The laws regulating these taxes have been re- 
modeled within a year; the rates reduced, and 
the process of collection simplified. A letter 
dated May 28, 1874, to the Industrial Age of this 
city, from the office of the Auditor-General of 
Pennsylvania, thus states the simplicity of the 
system. The letter says: 

1 send you s printed copy of an act entitled“ an act 
for the taxation of corporations,” which was approved 
April 24, 1874, and is now the law upon this subject, 
The taxes imposed by this bill are the tax on capital 
stock, which is as follows, viz : 

Upon the capital stock of railroad, canal, and trans- 
portation companies, nine-tenthe of one mill for each 
1 per cent of dividend declared (equal to 9 per cent 
upon the dividend), or siz mills upen the appraised 
value of the capital stock when no dividend is d 
clared. 

Upon the capital stock of all other companies except 


And the additional tax on coal companies which is 
imposed at the rate of 3 cents for each and every ton 
ef coal mined or purchased, 

Banks are taxed under different laws. They are 
required to pay a tax of 3 mills upon the appraised 
value of capital stock, or, if they so elect, may pay a

Under this system, the State of Illinois could 
raise the entire revenue needed at one-half the 
rates imposed by Pennsylvania, and leave the 
real and personal property exempt. 


Residents of Macoupin County are begining to 
entertain a healthy opinion of the powers lodged 
in United States Courts. Judge Drummond de- 
livered an opinion yesterday on recent phases of 
the contempt case.

Another provided that the lay members 
shall consist of not more than four Deputies from 
each congregation iv the diocese in union with 
the Council, who have been six months members 
of such congregation, and one Deputy from each 
organized mission, All members shall be mem- 
bers of the church and regular communicants in 
good standing, and a certiticate of their appoint- 
meu shall be signed by either the minister of the 
congregation, or oe of the Wardens or the Clerk 
of the Vestry. and laid before the Council before 
his or their admission to a seat or vote.

of the State of [inois against the Chicag 
& Aiton Railroad Company. He said: he 

It is iuststed by the counsel of the Railroad Company 
that the language of this section includes all persons 
of every ciass within the jurisdiction of the United 
States; that it comprehends any righta, privileges, or 
immunities secured by the Coustitution, and any one 
of the amendments, and that the corporation is a per- 
son representing and acting for all the members of 
which it is composed, and for the rights, privileges, 
and immunities secured to them as such. Now, if it be 
admitted that this is the true construction of the act 
of April 20, 1871, and if it be considered, 
further, that the State was proseculing 
action of debate for a penalty which could not be im- 
posed without causing the Company to be subjected to 
the deprivation of rights, privileges, and immunities 
granted by the Constitution, the question is whether 
the same cause should be removed from the Circuit 
Court of Sangamon County, so as to authorize this 
Court to take jurisdiction, 

The reason alleged is that the act of the Legislature 
under which the peualty is sought to be imposed, im- 
paired the obligation of the contract, which the State 
made with the Company by its charter, If were 
so, has Congress autuorized the transfer of a case from 
the Sate to the Federal Courts? In such a contin- 

ency it must satiafactorily appear that this has been 
one. 

There can be no doubt that Congress can vest any 


courts, either originally or by transfer from the State 
courts, Bat, prior to the act of April 2), 1671, that 
clause of the Constitution which prohibits a State from 
passing any law impairing the obligation of contracts, 
when invoived in a suit pending ma State court and 
the decision of the court was in favor of the validity 
of the law, could only be constrained by the Federal 
courts by writ of error under the twenty-fifth section 
of the Judiciary act.

Mr. Wall had always been known as a Bourbon 
Democrat, while Jones, who was put forward by 
dissat: Republicans, was a Liberal Repub- 
lican; but the Bonrbon element in the Conven- 
tion ignored Jones, and the Liberal Republicans 
withdrew and nominated him. He did not 


accept, and the Greeley Republicans were all 


at sea during the campaign. Some of them voted 
for Clemente, and a few voted for Wall. On the 
other hand there were some Democrats with 
Liberal tendencies who did not like Wall, and 
gave him a faint support. The Bulletin, of this 
city, of which John H. Oberly is editor, took but 
little part in the campaign, and Wall was defeat- 
ed by over 1,500 votes. Thus the Opposition 
came out of the race not only beaten, but badly 
demoralized. For two years it has been very 
quiet, and, until recently, there has been but 
littie interest shown. But, as the opening of the 
canvass approaches, straws are visibie, and the 
prospect is fair for a lively and exciting contest.

ILLINOIS. 

The trial at Ortawa of Mrs. Rebecca Boyd for 
infanticide terminated yesterday morning.

The Meeting at Freeman’s Chapel---Grand 
Exhibition of New Styles in Dress 
Simplicity, Economy, and 
Healthfulness Com- 
bined.

Times. 


“The Woman's Club” of Boston is composed 
of ladies prominent in society. and many of them 
have more than a local reputation. They dis- 
cuss social problems over their tea, and occa- 
sionally have field-days, when some pet scheme 
of reform in morals, education, or social purifi- 
cation, is canvassed, either by an appointed es- 
sayist, or by all who have thoughts to offer, 
ad libitum. The improvement of woman's 
social condition is their objective point, 
and, as a stepping-stone to this, they think they 
recognize the necessity of a reform in dress. 
Woman's costume to-day, they say, is cumber- 
some, testrictive, and unhealthy, besides being 
so elaborate that its devising and construction 
require far too much precious time which should 
be devoted to higher objects, For some time 
the more daring spirits of the Club have been 
studying and experimenting in variations 
more or less redial, ‘from the established 
rules of costume, few days since, the 
Club held a meeting at Freeman Place Chapel, 
for the exhibition of inventions in ladies 
clothing calculated to give the wearers more 
freedom of action and less physical discomfort. 
It was quite largely attended. No gentlemen 
were allowed within sight or hearing; re 
were driven away with great vehemence; a lady 
reporter who manifested a disposition to take 
notes was summarily walked out; aod an artist 
of a New York illustrated paper had neg Of 
to draw only a bee-line” forthe door. Mrs. C. 
S., President of the Club, superiatended this 
unique and interesting exhibition. 

FIRST EXHIBITION—A PRELUDE TO MORE m 
PORTANT THINGS. 

After brief introductory remarks by the Presi- 
dent, the ladies who had ments to exhibit 
were called upon. Mrs. B., a physician of no 
little local repute and social standing, exhibited 
several oe which, she said, she had found

mend them to others, for she was aware that a 
lady, not a member of the Club, was present, by 
invitation, with something far better adapted for 
general use, She exhibited her own model gar- 
ments Only to make a beginning for the exhibi- 
tion. The lady to whom Mrs. (we beg her 
pardon, Dr.) B. referred was Mrs. O. P. F., a 
modiste whose name, some two years ago

Waen Mrs. D. L. had concluded, Mrs. J. W. H., 
who seems never to have as much time as other 
people, said she was in a burry, cou'd only stay 
to see one more set of samples, and she much 
desired that Mrs. F. should be the next exhibitor, 
Mrs. F. accordingly came forward.

SHE EXHIBITS MODEL NO. 1—BABY 
CLOTHES. | 

Mrs. F. took her position on the pulpit-steps, 
and, instead of holding up limp white garments 
for the inspection of her hearers, she first showed 
them a doll about 2 feet in height. She said 
that Mrs. H., in some previous remarks, had 
assed what should be done with the children, 
and that she was prepared to answer that ques- 
tion; that her study had been to invent some- 
thing which, in principle, should apply equally 
well to ail ages, She then showed her doll- 
model, which she said represented the first 
dress of a child when it is put in short 
clothes. The privciple of her invention is an 
undervest of kuit or woven goods, of any elastic 
material, to which are actacned bands of a non- 
elastic or less elastic material. She said ladies 
and childien usually wear this garment for 
warmth alone, but, by the application of these 
straps, which were shown in her model, it also 
serves as a supporter to hose, &c.,—the weight 
of the whole being transferred from the waist 
and hips to the point of the shoulder and the 
whole of the upper part of the chest, resting 
with a uniform and unnoticed pressure upon 
the upper part of the body. 

MODEL NO. 2—SECOND SIAGE—PROGRESSIVE DE- 
VELOPMENT. 

Then she showed doll No. 2, which represented 
the proper dress of a child advanced beyond the 
first stage of dressing. It had on a loose waist, 
which, she said, could be either high or low- 
necked, long or short-sleeved. At the waist or 
natural belt-point of this garment, were two 
rows of buttons; one for flannel skirt, &c., and 
the other for white skirts, and dress skirt when 
it is separated from the waist. Iu all cases, she 
said, the child should be dressed so loosely as to 
allow the raising of its arms above its head with 
ease, and the voluntary adjustment of the 
clothes when the arms are dropped.
